MINUTES OF THE JANUARY 26, 2000 MEETING 
Members Present: Andrea Adams, Leon Lataille, John Davey, and Robert Cox.

Minutes: The minutes of the December 15, 1999 Meeting were accepted as distributed. 


Membership/Attendance: It was noted by those members present that attendance has fallen off 
as of late. Mr. Willey was requested to ascertain whose membership/appointment was up to date, 
whose may have expired, etc. and report the findings to Ms. Adams before the next meeting. 


Update On CRT Regulations: Staff reported that EPA Region I has accepted the CRT 
regulations and has submitted them to Headquarters. EPA Headquarters has tentatively accepted 
these regulations. The proposed regulations were not changed much after the November 2, 1999 
stakeholder meeting. However, the proposed Guidelines were changed per discussion at that 
meeting. Public hearings are expected to be held from April 10 to 14, 2000. 


Update On the Hazardous Waste Transporter Regulations: The Commissioner has signed off 
on these draft regulations and the public hearings will occur in mid-Apnil. 


Discussion of Waiver Regulations for the Treatment of Hazardous Waste by Generators at 
the Site of Generation: The Department is just starting discussion on the conceptual approach to 


this issue. However, there is an existing memorandum (titled “Implementation of the waiver 

clause, M.G.L. c. 21C, s.4”; Peg Stolfa, Acting Deputy General Counsel; March 3, 1999) which 

sets the groundwork to go ahead. The idea of providing a waiver for this approach has been 

around for some time, now we need to figure out how to accomplish this. It 1s anticipated that a 

set of regulations will be prepared to establish a process, together with the criteria and 

performance standards to be met. There was general discussion regarding the form of the waiver 
This information is available in alternate format by calling our ADA Coordinator at (617) 574-6872.

and how it would be applied, 1.e., material specific, case by case basis, or generic. DEP is 
proposing that the waiver be in the form of a regulation and that this regulation set out criteria 
that need to be met for the waiver acceptance. Industry’s (the regulated community) input is very 
much needed. Ms. Adams will make contact with Ty Perry and/or AIM for input. 


Discussion Regarding Raising the Regulatory Threshold of VSQGs to 20kg/Month: This 


topic is an out growth of staff discussions regarding proposed innovative waste management 
initiatives. Currently, there is no de minimis quantity defined for hazardous waste generators 
(i.e., the hazardous waste regulations do not provide for a small enough quantity of hazardous 
waste material to be exempt from these regulations). This raises problems for certain 
circumstances, a case in point being mercury containing wastes generated by dentists. An 
innovative proposal submitted to DEP recently to capture dissolved and particulate mercury 
produced in dentists’ offices, is not practical for dentists under the current system. It is for this 
reason that In order to promote this type of innovation this issue will be examined. 


Summary of Compliance and Enforcement Activities for Federal FY 1999: Mr. Sirull began 
by explaining the Department’s multi-media approach to compliance and enforcement (C&E). In 


FY99, site inspections/visits were made to and data gathered from a variety of sources, 
including, TURA, ERP Program and its certifiers, TSDFs, LQGs, municipal DPW yards, metal 
finishers, paper companies, rail haulers of contaminated soils, various state and local facilities, 
mercury handlers, etc. Out of all this activity, 374 NONs were issued along with 60 consent 
orders with penalties for hazardous waste violations. 


Mr. Sirull also discussed the ongoing effort to evaluate the effectiveness of the ERP certification 
program by statistical analysis of the data compiled from checklists completed for inspections 
performed before and after each ERP sector was rolled out. 


Other Business/Next Meeting: The next meeting will be held in Boston on March 15, 2000. An 
agenda item will be devoted to the HWAC’s organization/membership/attendance/filling of 
possible open slots.

GENERAL DISCUSSION 

-More HWAC feedback needed on regulations (310 CMR 30) re-write and re- 
organization 

-HWAC needs a strong Departmental contact 

-Has the Department ever completed its evaluation of programs and committees which 
was a facet of the re-organization? 

-Department staff indicate that as of December, 1998 all pending nominations were sent 
out of the DEP and Executive Office of Environmental Affairs and on to the Governor's 
Office 

-Department staff indicated that neither DEP nor EOEA have concerns on pending 
nominées 

-Noted that about 80% of the other committees are informal: do not have an appointed 
membership 

-HWAC needs to define a niche 

-HWAC needs to “get noticed” regularly on programs of importance 

-HWAG needs to evolve to reflect the Departmental re-organization 

-Membership on HWAC important because it can provide up-to-date feedback on issues 
of concer to public sector and industry 


POSSIBLE HWAC WORK TOPICS (in no particular order) 
-Environmental management systems (EMS systems) 

-Mercury reduction in waste streams, particularly going to incinerators 

-On site waste treatment 

-Household hazardous waste or household hazardous products (like CRTs) 
-Department of Environmental Protection priorities 

-School cleanouts 

-Public water supply and facilities mapping project 

-Regulations re-write and re-organization project 


-It was noted that all of these potential work topics were key to either industry or public 
sector representatives on HWAC, or both 


-HWAC needs to remain flexible and pro-active 
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
